Subject: Once in a lifetime season dates and hunt structure

Big game season dates and hunt structure are reviewed annually. These recommendations are
traditionally presented during the November RAC and Board. In an effort to simplify the
November meetings, we are recommending once in a lifetime species hunt structure and season
dates in September.

Recommended changes for bison:
e New units in the book cliffs
o The south portion of the Bitter Creek unit including the Roadless area.
This new boundary will be called the Book Cliffs Little Creek/South.
o The remaining portion of the Book Cliffs, everything to the north of that
boundary, will be called the Book Cliffs Bitter Creek.
e The season dates for the bison hunts are recommended to be similar to last year
and only adjusted to the new calendar year.

Recommended changes for bighorn sheep:
e (Combining the Zion bighorn hunts
o This change is due to decreased permit numbers and results in a longer
season for sheep hunters.

e The season dates for the bighorn sheep hunts are recommended to be similar to
last year and only adjusted to the new calendar year.

e Asageneral reminder, per our agreement with Nevada, 2022 will be their turn
for the Pilot Mountain bighorn sheep permit.

Recommended changes for moose and mountain goat
e There are no recommended changes for moose or mountain goat.
e Season dates for both species have been adjusted for calendar year.

SUBJECT: 2022 Fishing Regulation Proposals

The Utah Division of Wildlife Resources (UDWR) normally makes changes to
fishing regulations during odd numbered editions of the fishing guidebook (i.e.,
2021, 2023, etc.). There are special circumstances in the Northern Region that is
prompting the UDWR to recommend guidebook changes in 2022. The first
recommended change is at Bear Lake. The UDWR’s recommendation was
developed in collaboration with Idaho Fish and Game. The intention is to
simultaneously enact the same regulation change in both states so there can be
consistency in regulations in both states. This simplifies regulations for anglers.
The second recommended change is at the Pond at Willard Bay. This is a new
fishery and there is a need to institute an opening date and harvest regulations at
this pond.

The UDWR is recommending the following changes to the 2022 fishing
guidebook:

Bear Lake (Rich County):
Remove: “Cutthroat trout or trout with cutthroat markings with all fins intact
must be immediately released. Only cutthroat trout that have had one or
more healed fins clipped may be kept. To learn how to identify cutthroat DNR
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trout in this water, see the description of Bear Lake cutthroat trout on page

50.”

The Pond at Willard Bay (Box Elder County):
Add: “Closed to fishing until 6 a.m. on Sept. 1, 2022.”
Add: “Limit 5 bluegill.”
Add: “Limit 1 channel catfish.”
Add: “Limit 1 largemouth bass.”
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
